Man for Two Years Fugitive Shocked 


into Revealing Identity While 


Awaking from Sleep 


MEN OF AFFAIRS IN FORT WAYNE 


Chicago, Aug. 2S.—The old 
saying 


that "murder will out" came true in 
an unusual way last night when Police- 
man Frank Walsh awakened a man 
who was asleep in the doorway of the 
Illinois hospital, 
Washington 
boule- 


vard and Halsted street. 
The man 


being a fugitive from justice, opened 
his eyes, saw the policeman's star, and 
leaped to his feet with a shriek. 


'•You want me for murder, you are 


a policeman!" he cried, as he stood 
dazed before Walsh. A moment after- 
wards he collected his wits and ran 
but the policeman, drawing his re- 
volver, forced the man to stop, and 
led him to the station. At the station 
the prisoner at first denied being a 
murderer, but later broke down and 
confessed that he is Charles F. Bur- 
bage, wanted in Greenleaf, S. D,, with 
a man named W. P. F. Rawley, for 
the murder of Gus Tanner, a negro, 
two years ago. 
He said he was ar- 


rested after the murder, which occur- 
red durins a saloon brawl, but escaped. 
Rawley, he said, escaped at the same 
time. Barbage added that 
he had 


been a fugitive for two years. He is 
held in the Desplaines street station 
and authorities at (ireenleaf have been 
notified of the arrest. 
In Burbage's 


possession are letters from the gov- 
ernor to queries 
the 
fugitive 
had 


mailed him from Washington, asking 
leniency if he should return and'give 
himself up. The reply of the governor 
said that nothing but justice could be 
done, and apparently the fugitive de- 
cided not to return.

not but help feel that their task was 
a very important one in both the pres 
ent and future 
life 
of their pupils 


Prof. Armstrong said that the teachers 
must adjust their pupils to both thj 
physical and spiritual 
environments 


By physical he meant all those ^senses 
which one possesses and the spirittta 
environments he classed under five 
heads—Scientific, Literary, Asthetlc 
Institutional 
and Heligious. These 


physical and spiritual 
environments 


Include everything that pupils can get 
in both their grammar 
and 
college 


days. 
One must have these to live 


his life completely, so that in later 
life he may be useful and cheerful in 
both his work and leisure. The man- 
ner in which these latter things are 
accomplished determines the charac- 
ter of the person and thus he showed 
what a great effect the early training 
of a child had to do with his later 
life. 
- Dr. Armstrong chose as his morn- 
ing subject "The Study of a Poem" 
and pointed out as he went along the 
different points that should be noticed 
In order tc.get the best good out of 
the study. 
In this he included the 


author, setting; the circumstances un- 
der which it was written, the main 
thought, the imagination that a poem 
seems to carry 
along 
with it, the 


smotional element of the poern, the 
beauty of the style and lastly the im 
pression that it leaves upon one. 


Talk On Music. 


Prof, ileissner took up his time in 


the afternoon with the continuance of 
the study of the Bridal chorus. "Some 
Conditions of Success 
in Teaching" 


was the theme of Prof. Grawn's after- 
noon talk. That teacher is successful 
in the highest and truest sense who, 
because of his personality, because of 
his character, because of his scholar- 
ship, because of his sympathy and be- 
cause of his charity realizes in his pu- 
pils the highest ideals of life and of 
service to fellow men. 
To become 


that way Prof. Grawn believes that a 
teacher must have good physical pow- 
er, .good health, good character and 
habits, sympathetic 
disposition, a 


scholarship in both the academic and 
professional 
courses, 
culture 
and, 


above all, the elements of growth. 


Dr. Armstrong showed in his talk

lapsed at 7: SO o'clock las; evening. 
With a terrific roar the wrdl toppled 
outward into the excavated section, 
carrying with it much of the candy 
kitchen stock and fixtures, including 
the safe and the soda fountain and 
badly wrecking the entire place. The 
proprietor. John Vazenios, and a small 
boy, 
who were the only persons in the 


store at the time, escape 1 injury. The 
damage is estimated at JH.C'OO. 


The building is a oi.e-story brick 


structure, owned by the Carnahan. es- 
tate. Adjoining it on ti.e north is the 
site of a new building to he erected 
for Herman Michael. Ernest Ehle has 
the contract for the masonry, and for 
several clays his wort men have been 
excavating the earth, and laying up 
the foundations for !• te new building. 
Had the collapse occurred while the 
shovelers and masons were at work in 
the pit. it is probable that there would 
have been loss of life. 


The soil at this point is very fine 


sand, and when it was removed ad- 
joining the foundation wall of the Car- 
nahan building, the masonry was ap- 
parently unequal n the added strain 
and gave way. though it was believed 
to be perfectly safe. When the acci- 
dent occurred Mr. Vazenios was at 
work .behind the candy counter 'on the 
south side 
of the 
store. 
He says 


there was first a cracking sound and 
then suddenly a crack appeared in the 
north wall and climbed 
like a snake 


to the ceiling. 
The proprietor and 


the boy in the store mane a dash for 
the front door, reaching it just as the 
wall toppled outward with a crash. A 
cloud of dust arose as the wall and a 
good portion of the store equipment 
settled into a pile of ruins. The ceil- 
ing of the room was badly wrecked, 
and carried down into the debris was 
a good portion cf the ;ocla fountain, 
valued at $2,500, a valuable painting, 
the safe, the fountain silverware and 
much of the stock. 
The door of the 


safe was standing open at the time, 
and after the accident occurred spec- 
tators hunting in the ruins picked up 
considerable money and returned it to 
the propiretor. 
Mr. Vazenois at once 


sent word of the accident, to a relative 
at Richmond, who is interested with 
him in the enterprise, and he said 
eardly today that he could not state at 
once what action would be taken, nor 
was he certain that insurance of S:',-

council last night, the first being the 
attempt of Mayor Hosey, through his 
annual message, to justify his utter 
refusal to enforce the Sunday closing 
laws and his pointed insinuation that I 
after the Good Citizenship league had | 
compelled him ;o do his duty the re-' 
suit sought had 
not. been accomp- 


lished. 


The other incident was the escort- 


ing of Otto Seidel, member from the 
Third ward, 
from the 
chamber by 


Capt. A. M; Reichelderfer, sergeant at 
arms, after his refusal to vote. This 
incident is the culmination of Seidet's 
persistent effort, to maUe horse play 
of public business, which is ,t.he only 
tiling he has accomplished since he 
entered the body. He had voted in 
the negative on every proposition be- 
fore the council all evening 'and final- 
ly an ordinance appropriating $120 
for payment of salary to the clerk in 
the health office and another provid- 
ing for the pay of the new Inspector 
recently appointed came up. The em- 
ployes needed their money, there was 
no question as to the regularity of the 
proceeding, but Seidel by a negative 
vote prevented a suspension of the 
rules and delayed the matter for two 
weeks. When his name was called on 
the next matter up he declined to vote 
and President 
Schwelr, 
whose pa- 


tience had been sorely tried, ordered 
him escorted from the room. 


The Mayor's Message. 


The mayor's message touched upon 


all of the doings of the administra- 
tion and is a lengthy document, which 
will appear in full in the council pro- 
ceedings to be published in The Sen- 
tinel. His summing up of the matter 
of law enforcement is as follows:

Chicago, Aug. 28.—The third week 


of the strike of telegraph operators 
brought out the grim side of the sit- 
uation for the men. women, freckled, 
messenger. boys aad check girls in 
Chicago whose impulsive "walkout" 
proved more or less contagious the 
country over. It put their courage to 
the test. The enthusiasm was gone, 
and the novelty, and the salary 
checks. One stanch unionist was seen 
by his comrades to slip up an alley 
toward the Western Union building. 
They stopped him. "Boys," he said, 
'1 couldn't sit there and let my mother 
die. 
She would not let me die. She 


has slaved for me, so that I could 
learn the trade, and now she is old 
and gone to pieces. You're right, all 
of you, and I'm wrong, dead wrong- 
but I could not stand it to sit there 
and think. I'm going back to work." 
They let him go unmolested; his right 
to work' if he would was not disputed. 
Another striker said: 
You see I've 


got a girl, and we were going to be 
married next Thursday. I had a good 
job with the Postal when this thing 
came along, and we were paying for 
some furniture. Now I'll lose what I 
paid, and we may never get married. 
But if I went back to work she would 
throw me over."

successor, said this with great earnest- 
ness yesterday. 


Takes Trip on Yacht. 


The speaker gave the interview sit- 


ting aft on the deck of 
the yacht 


owned by his friend, Representative 
Joseph C. Sibley, of Pennsylvania. He 
had come east, as is his custom, to 
spend the last two weeks of August 
with Mr. Sibley, and had been puttini 
in most of his time at Mr. Sibley's 
place on. Volcour Bay, Lake Cham- 
plain. 


Mr. Sibley's other guests were Sen- 


ator Hemenway, o£ Indiana, who is 
the manager of the candidacy of Vice 
President Fairbanks; Representatives 
E. B. Vreeland and George R. Maltby, 
of New York, who. at the proper time, 
probably will be found voting in the 
national convention 
for 
Governor 


Hughes, and former Representative L. 
N. Littauer, 
whose first 
choice is 


President Roosevelt, whether he wants 
it or not. Mr. Sibley himself is a Knox 
man. Thus, when the yacht arrived at 
Alexandria Bay, the small party con- 
tained a pretty wide assortment of 
presidential summer preferences. 


Lowden Stirs Up Boom. 


Mr. Sibley brought his guests to pay 


a short visit to Representative Frank 
0. Lowden, of Illinois, who is passing 
the summer at Castle Rest, the Pull- 
man mansion just across from Alex- 
andria Bay. Mr. Lowden is heartily 
for Speaker Cannon's nomination, and 
very soon after the yacht was moored 
off his dock he accused the presiding 
officer of the House of neglecting his 
own interests, and had the entire party 
united on the Cannon boom. 


"I am not disposed to do much talk- 


ing now." -continued Mr. Cannon. "I 
am not seeking the nomination. I am 
not carrying a buzzing presidential bee 
around in my hat. 
Others may talk 


about the tariff and business and the 
railroads and various other questions 
that they deem to be uppermost in the 
country, but as for me I do not care 
to go into them, and I will tell you 
why: 


"A new Congress is to be organized 


in December. In all human probability 
I will be called on to organize it. That 
likelihood gives me a duty and re- 
sponsibility that I do not look on 
lightly. 


Warning to His Party. 


"Now 
I want to make this point: I£ 


Congress does not act wisely at the 
next session, if it is not actuated by 
calmness and patriotism, if it makes 
great mistakes and fails to meet the 
approval of the reasoning American 
public, there will not be much need 
for the election of delegates to the 
next national convention of the re- 
publican party. 


"That is what I am thinking about 


most as i am traveling about on this 
beautiful yacht with my host, Joe Sib- 
ley, and my friends, Lowden. Littauer, 
Hemenway. Maltby and Vreeland. The 
destinies of the party lies very largely 
in the hands of Congress and the co- 
ordinate branch of 
the government, 


the executive." 


"But. you really are a candidate for 


the presidential nomination, are you 
not, Mr. Speaker?" • 


"I arn not a candidate in the sense of 


seeking it or of turning over my hand. 
I have not the bee. 
My friends at 


home have been good enough to say 
that they prefer me. That's all, and 
I am very grateful to them for the 
compliment." 


Put Ambitions Aside. 


"Would you accept the nomination 


if it was tendered to you?" 


"While I have said that no citizen 


ever has declined a nomination for the 
presidency, or ever will, I refuse to 
have my point of view distorted by 
this new ambition. I wish first of all 
to contribute to making the next ses- 
sion of Congress a success. My party 
has been winning year after year he- 
cause it deserved to win. It won in 
' 190fi and gave us a tremendous ma- 
jority in the 
House because it de- 


served to win. It will win again in 
190S if it pursues a wise course at 
Washington. 


"The 
great masses are not talking 


politics now. They are busy. Their 
ambition is to see that nothing is done 
to make them idle. This country is 
very prosperous. There is the old 
scare of uneasiness in Wall street, but 
Wall street should look back into the 
country where the factories are going, 
where the farmers are harvesting their 
crops and sending them to market, 
where well paid labor is putting forth 
enormous production for our domestic 
markets and for the markets of the 
world. It would be a crime if Con- 
gress should do anything at this time 
to upset business, and it might, make 
mistakes in half a dozen ways."
